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Wericultural, 


CAUTION TO FARMERS. 


Se 


i HE following Agricultural ar- 


ticle has been copied into feveral papers, 
from the Baltimore American, and as it is 
ca'culated to do more harm than good, we 
do not befitate to caution farmers againfl 
the ufe of the means here recommended : 


% Profitable way of making Butter in 
 Winter.—Put your milk, foon after it 
‘* comes from the cow, into a kettle over 
* a flow fire, heating it a li:tle above blood 
‘© warmth; then take it from the fire, and 
** as it grows cool, the cream wil] rife ol 
‘san unufual thicknefs. In very cold 
‘* weather, it will very much increafe the 
** quantity of cream. If you warm the 
‘* milk again after it becomes cool, in a- 
** bout 24 or 36 hours after you may a- 
** gain teke off the cream, which will then 
** be much thicker than at any other fea- 
** fon of the year. 
“ The long time fpent in churning in 
‘* winter, will not be required, if the 
** cream be raifed. in the above method, 
‘* as generally the butter will be made in 
** 45 or 20 minutes. It is alfo a confid- 
eration of importance, that by keeping 
** a fire in your milk room, it prevents it 
trom freezing. 
It you feed your cows with carrots 
‘* or pumpkins once in 24 hours, it will 
** make the butter produced from them 
** look yellow and have al! the richuefs of 
«© May butter.” 


If the only obje& in making butter, is 
quaniily, the above dire€tions may be well 
enough ; but it quality is the obje€, they 
ought by ail means to be avoided. Butter 
made in this manncr, has none of that rich, 
delicious flavour, nor yellow colour, which 
js fo much admired ; but, on the conira- 
ry, 1s whiie, taflelefs and infipid, when

feparates, and turns half to curd, and the

We learn, with extreme regret, that the 
late tremendous ftorm, has extended . its 
ravages ‘very widely. At Savannah, i 
was more fevere than at Charlefton, and at 
St. Croix and Turk’s I fland, it was equa!- 
ly deftruétive. 

A Savannah paper of the rath ult. gives 
the following account :— 

On Saturday laft we experienced one of 
the fevereft gales of wind that has happened 
within the recolleétion of our olde ft inhab- 
itants. In faét, few, very few among us, 





| can recolleét ever to have feen any thing, 


the effeéts of which were fo deftruétive, as 
has been the late hurricane. The ftorm 
commenced on Friday night, with a de- 
gree of violence by no means unufual or 
al.rming. On Saturday morning it had in 
fome meafure abated ; but about g o'clock 
its violence increafed until four or five 
o'clock, when it appeared to have gotten 
to its height, and continued to rage 
with dreadtal fury until about 10 0’clock, 
when it began to fubfide. During 
the early part of the day the wind 
was from the north ; but at abou: the mid- 
dle and during the latter part of the day 
was fhifting almoft continually trom N. to 
N. E. Confined.as the inhabitants were 
to their houfes, and unaccuftomed to fuch 
fcenes, the imagination wandered uncon- 
trouled over the molt highly colored pic- 
tures of deflru€tion and deveaftation, and 
fancy prefented to thé mind’s eye the moft 
horrid and awful confequences. But when 
the morning came, andthe ftorm had fo 
far fubfided as to fuffer the inhabitants to 
look about them,it was found that bufy fancy 


‘ever apt to exaggerate, had formed but an 


imperteét piéture of the dreadtul fcene of 
havoc and dettru€tion. The trees in every 
part of the city were proftrated. The chim. 
nies of a great many houfes were blown 
‘down, and feveral houfes themfelves, 
The fteeple of the Prefbytertan Meeting 
and part of the walls of the Ep:fcopal 
Church were blowndown. The wharves 
from one end of the city tothe oth r were 
torn up, andalmoft every ftore which was 


erefled at any diftance from the foot of | 


the bluff, was either totally deftroyed, or 
fo much torn to piecet, as to fporl every 


: 
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thing contained withinthem. Every vef. 
fel inthe harbour was thrown upon the 
wharves, except fuch as were totally dee! 
flroyed, and large fhips are laying on fome 
of the highefl wharves. There was ng 
paffing trom one wharf tothe other; tum. 
ber, cotton, tobacce, hogfheads of rum, 
fugar, and in fa€t every article of domef. 
tic and. foreign produce, were fitewed 
from one end to the other of them, 

Wehaye heard of but three deaths in 
the city, a man andtwo children, who 
were killed by the falling of houfes, but 
humanity fhodders in. attempting to de. 
feribe the fufferings of the people of 
Hutchinfon’s Ifland and other rice planta. 
tions, in the vicinity of this place. All| 
the buildings upon thefe places, almoft 
without an exception were {wept away in 
the general deftruciion, and many lives 
were loft among the negroes and over fee:s 
with their families. The lofs ot negroes 
from the different plantations is computed 
to exceed one hundred, 

Aaother paper, after mentioning the 
ftorm, adds— 

During its continuance, the fhaking of 
the dwelling houfes, the {cattering of ‘the 
flate and tile from {uch roo!s as were cov- 
ered with thofe materials, the falling of 
feveral chimneys in the city, and the lev- 
elling of fences and trees around, created 
an incefflant alarm, which the arrival of 
morning proved to be too we'll founded, 

A chimney in falling, killed two chil- 
dren of Mr. J. Nelfon ; a houfe fell and 
killed John F. Webh, and flightly brusfed 
his child who was fitting near him. 

But it was in the morning that the fall 
horrors of the fcene were witnefled. The 
fhores covered with lumber and the ruins 
ol ftores deRtroyed; the wharves with fhip. 
ping ; the hopes of the merchants fcatter- 
ed amcng the tragments of the buildings or 
floating in the nver, and in many of thofe 
ftores which withflood the gale, damaged 
or ruined ; the mnumerable {mall boats 
crufhed like egg ihelis, and thought almok 
as little worthy notice ; reeds and marth 
grals torn by the.rgets from the cppofite 
ifland, and accompanied by numerous fer. 
pents, turtles, marfh-birds, &c. forming a 
back ground of the pi@ure ; and the ne- 
groes who had furvived the night on that 








ifland, compoied wholly of rice pianta- 
| tions, fereaming for effiftance, and fer the 
lofs of their drowned companions, com- 
pleted the afleéling the fublime colleétion. 
Inferfibility ufelt could not have looked 
on unmoved, 

We have not yet heard from the neigh- 
bouring plantations, nor can we torm any 
idea of all the dathaye done. 

On Wiimington land, Mrs. Scriver, 
wife of Major Scriven, and one of their 


children, were killed by ‘the fall of tne 
houle. 





On Eluichizfon's ifland, Mr. Hoxham 
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land wile, who had the care of a plantation, 
were carried away and drowned. The 
number of negroes drowned cannot be af- 
certained. It is fuppoféd not lefs than 
thirty. | | 

Fort Green, at Cockfpur ifland, is com- 
pletely evelled, and al! the buildings def. 
troyed. Ot the foldters, 7 of chofe who 
were there, efcaped by getting on the root 
ot the laft houfe which fell, with fourteen 
others; men and women, foon alter fluat- 
ing, the roof parted, and they f2parately 
efcaped to land on Wilmington iflind. A 
fon of Capt. Niclrolis isamong the drown- 
ed. Four foldiers and a non-commiflion- 
ed. officer were fortunately detained in 
town, as was Lt. Piott.
